On March 1, 1960, the following source, a business 
and personal associate of NELSEN, advised that NELSEN has 
often expressed himself to be a racist to the point of 
being psychotic. Source explained that when NELSEN 
"takes off" on his anti-Jewish and anti-Negro tirades, 
he becomes pale, white, highly excita ble, nervous, shakes 
and shows evidence of uncontrollable facial contortions. 
Further, source advised he has seen a. loaded .357 magnum 
revolver and a 5" dagger in NELSEN' s possession and 
learned from conversation with NELSEN that he carries 
these weapons in his briefcase and has the briefcase 
with him at all times.

The January 6, 1948, edition of the "Minneapolis 
Star", a daily newspaper of general circulation, carried 
an article entitled, "'Hate 1 Leader Described 'Dangerous". 
According to the article two Veteran's Administration Hospital 
psychiatrists said NELSEN is suffering from a paranoic 
condition, is hostile, suspicious and has delusions of 
persecution by minority groups although he has above average 
intelligence. He was described by one of the psychiatrists 
as "potentially dangerous". 

The following source, who had considerable 
contact with NELSEN during 1961, has advised that MAX 
NELSEN was attempting to recruit individuals into an 
organization referred to as the Institute of Bio-Politics, 
also frequently referred, to as the -National States 
Rights Party ,(NSRP), and NELSEN spoke of the two 
organizations interchangeably. NELSEN has mentioned a 
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"Security Unit u and a "police force 11 in his organization and 
has stated he and his associates have recruited some 
ex-members of the American Nazi Party (ANP) , to form the 
nucleous of a security guard. NELSEN indicated he was 
currently looking for a place in which to hold a school 
where individuals on his "police force'would be able to 
receive training in the use of small arms, bombing and the 
inciting of race riots looking toward the day when the "organ- 
ization" takes over. Source considers NELSEN to be a psychopath 
in that as NELSEN puts it, "When the day comes there will 
be mass murder and the shooting down of people in front 
of places like Roosevelt University" According to source, 
NELSEN lives in the past, believing that the best era was the 
1920*3 when organized crime was domihent. NELSEN has 
mentioned his awareness of "plastico" a dough explosive 
used in demolition work and also his awarnessof other means of 
causing delayed explosions such as uncorking a bottle of 
liquid carbide in a closed room with a lighted candle to 
explode the carbide when sufficient fumes have reached it. 
NELSON has commented on the bombing of synogogues in the 
past stating that his, organization is not interested in, 
bombing empty buildings and if they bomb one it will be 
filled with people.

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Interviews of MAYNARD ORLANDO. NELSEN 

On January 13, 1961, MAYNARD ORLANDO NELSEN was 
interviewed by Agents of the FBI and advised in 
part as follows: 

NELSON stated he was a specialist in 
Jewish problems and was the manager of M&N Associates, Post 
Office Box 1785, Chicago 90 ; Illinois, adding that 
EUSTACE MULLINS was the director of M&N Associates. He 
stated that M&N Associates published in November, 1958, "The 
Atlanta Report", which set forth the view s of MULLINS and himself 
and disproved the "frame-up" of the four or five boys 
arrested in, connection with the tombing of the temple in 
Atlanta, Georgia. He added that all of these boys were 
members of the Nationalist States Rights Party (NSRP) of 
which he also is a member. 

Concerning the NSRP, NELSEN stated this Party 
consisted of individuals whom he described as a "hybrid 
type of Nazis". He stated the work of the NSRP was 
almost over and as to show how this was true, commented 
on the fact that the NSRP was responsible for President 
Elect KENNEDY getting less than* 50% of the total popular 
votes in the recent national election. He stated the 
NSRP is the third largest political party in the United 
States and polled over 200,000 votes in the nine states 
in which the NSRP and its affiliates were on the ballot . 
In some states. he,.stated this Party was listed as the 
States Rights Party-, however, the NSRP assisted them with 
both literature, and propaganda. The purpose was to create a 
"theoretical basis of a racist nationalist state". 

NELSEN commented in regard to the bombings of 
,the Jewish temples no "non-Jew" was ever convicted of 
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such a bombing and "no Jew" was ever injured in any of 
these bombings, reiterating that these bombings were a 
"fund raising gimmick"; that since the Jewish* race in the 
United States was hot persecuted from without, it was 
persecuted from within, that is self- created persecution in 
order to keep its members in line, create sympathy for the Jewish 
religion and raise funds. 

Pertaining to the NSRP, NELSEN ; stated there is no 
rigid organization; that it is an informal organization, 
and holds conventions when the need arises, at which con- 
ventions officers are elected and that conventions are 
held approximately twice a year. He stated the last 
NSRP convention was held in Chattanooga, Tennessee, a 
week after the last national e'-ection and although he was not 
present, he was represented at this convention. He 
declined to state where the. NSRP funds come from, stating this 
was "top secret". 

NELSEN stated that the feeling, of the NSRP concerning 
the, Jewish people was that they are not a religion but were 
a race. He stated that those of the Jewish race were not 
included as Caucasians and were parasites. He stated 
the Jewish people on the beaches at Tel Aviv were being financed 
by the Jewish people in Chicago. 

He stated the Jewish people raise money by such 
things as the, Atlanta bombing, adding that the rabbi in 
Atlanta, Georgia, had to publicly ask the people to stop sending 
money as they had raised in excess of $200,000 after the 
bombing. 

NELSEN likened the NSRP to the* Black Dragon 
Society in Japan and stated that he felt the 
NSRP would gain national recognition in the United States 
within the next ten years. He described NSRP members as "native 
American racial nationalists".

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BUSTACK MULLINS, mentioned above, is described 
hereinafter. 

On May 5, 1965, NELSEN vas also interviewed by- 
Agents of the FBI and at this occasion advised in part that he, 
NELSEN, was the only manager of the Sam Adams Committee 
of Public Safety, M. NELSON, P.O. Box 1785, Chicago, 
Illinois. He is the sole subscriber to P.O. Box 
1785 and has been for several years. This interview was 
prompted by the receipt by the then Attorney General NICHOLAS 
KATZENBACK of a copy of a pamphlet of the Sam Adams Committee 
of Public Safety. 

He also stated he wrote the pamphlet "Build a White America" 
and had about 1,000 copies printed, most of which he inserted in 
envelopes he personally addressed by hand and mailed. He estimated 
about 750 pamphlets were distributed in the United States and the 
remainder abroad, mostly in Germany. He has no listing of the 
persons or organizations to whom he mailed the pamphlet; On numerous 
occasions, he would read in newspapers arid magazines about an 
individual or organization and would mail a copy of the 
pamphlet to that individual or organization. 

He described himself as ah intellectual Nazi genius 
with an intelligence quotient of 155 inasmuch as he has two college 
degrees. He claimed to be one of the few true Nazis in the 
United States, noting that his wife's grandfather was one of the 
original members of the Nazi party in Germany. 

Of the pamphlets he mailed to Germany, most of them were 
sent to friends who were former members of the SS, Among his good 
friends in the United States is GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, head 
of foe American Nazi Party. 

He also described himself as a Nazi theoretician who has 
been working for more than twenty years promulgating Nazi principles. 

He wrote the pamphlet as an expression of Ms 
viewpoints about human relations. He distributed the 
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pamphlets to those he considered as his friends for their, 
information and to those he considered as his enemies so 
they would be warned of his intellectual ability. He is 
the type of individual who, if he sees a fire in the mind 
of his enemies, will throw intellectual gasoline on the 
fire to promulgate his viewpoint . 

NELSEN said he is not a, man of physical violence and has 
never been arrested for any reason* The Central 
Intelligence Agency, the FBI, the Postal Inspectors and 
numerous other Federal agencies have extensive records 
concerning his, activities over the past /twenty 
years, and a review of these records will show he is a 
man of intellectual violence ajs opposed to physical 
violence. M2LSEN said he hoped hewculd be arrested by Federal aithoriiies so 
he would benefit from the publicity •

Police Department *nd identified hinself- as being 
employed and residing in the Chicago area, and stated he is 
affiliated with the National States Rights Party,, which is 
headquartered in Birmingham, Alabama. NELSEN added 
that he handles functional propaganda- for the Party. 
NELSEN stated that he wrote, the NSRP program and 
added that the Party dealt only with legal politics. 
He stated his main .activity with the NSRP is to attack 
Communism, communist organizations and 
individuals, especially in the Chicago area. .He stated 
that in this manner he expects, to be introduced to the 
public which will serve his political ambitions .culminating 
in his election as governor of the State of Illinois ten 
years from now under the NSRP political banner. 

MAX NELSEN attended' a meeting held at. the Atlantic 
Hotel, 316 South Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois, on. 
April 3, 1961. This was a meeting to hear Dr. EDWARD R. 
FIELDS, Head of the NSRP, and NELSEN, according to source, 
appeared to be closely, associated with FIELDS: and gave 
the appearance of being in charge of the operation as 
far as details in Chicago were concerned. About 35 people 
were present including persons recognized as being affiliated 
with the Fighting American Nationalists, (FAN), and the ANP.,

Concerning, the above groups the following source hss advised 
that numerous agencies and individuals have in the past 
received various anti-Negro arid antiemetic- literature from 
a source familiar to authorities for the past decade. Material 
sent through the mails to the various agencies indicates that 
racist MAYNARD 0. NELSEN has put a new name on his 
old literature for this latest in a. long series of sporadic "edu- 
cational campaigns" for a society of "Whitefolk". The 
latest name adopted by NELSEN is "The Sam Adams Committee 
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of Public Safety", (SACPS), which he dedicates to 
retired Major General EDWIN A. WALKER. 

The SACPS material is filled with the expressions which 
have become recognized as characteristic of the. extreme right- 
racist coalition: "Commissar Eisenhower", "Commissar 
Kennedy", "Jewish Communism", "captive White citizens." 
In its twenty eight point policy statement it advocates 
such social objectives as limitation of citizenship and civil 
rights to "our Whitefolk", enforced segregation, elimination 
of racial intermarriage, racial restrictions on immigration, 
etc. Its economic policy resembles a Nazi system more 
closely than any other, with strong federal controls over 
such things as /prices and purchasing power of consumers, and 
issuance of a 'debt -and interest -r free currency." Also 
demanded is "development of proper recreational facilities for 
the Hhiteyouth of the Nation", and complete reorganization 
of the educational system. Its foreign policy includes the 
formal incorporation of Canada, Greenland, and the adjacent 
North Polar regions into the United States. The White 
Superiority myth is stressed throughout. 

MAYNARD ORLANDO NELSEN, also known as MAX NELSEN 
"s has ,been active in the racist movement for 
at least seventeen years, having been found -active in 
February, 1947, in sending scurrilous letters attacking 
Jews and Negroes who were prominent in the Minneapolis,, 
Minnesota,, area. At that time he was released on parole 
by Minneapolis authorities. In May, 1947, while a" 23 
year old University of Minnesota student, he admitted- he 
was the Minneapolis leader of the Democratic Nationalist 
Party, a "hate group" which advocated persecution of racial 
minorities. In' October, 1947, "he appeared f in Minneapolis attired 
in a Nazi uniform and carried detailed plans to "overthrow 
the government." In a hearing designed to place him in an 
institution, he was placed on probation. The judge, 
discharging NELSEN from parole, stated that NELSEN' s 
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"egocentric and inappropriate thinking has disappeared." 
At the time of his arrest NELSEN had material from tlie 
Patriotic Research Bureau, an organization formed in 
February, 1938, which published anti-Semitic and' ant i- Communist 
-Sppaganda.. In, 1955 NELSON^ j^as a member of the "American 
Committee for the Advancement of Western Culture," 
a racist organization with former top German Nazis 
in its international leadership ♦ 



In about November, 1954, NELSEN 
started the Realpolitical Institute, intending 
to create a new political party which would gain a 
following on the basis of ant i- Communism, anti-Semitism, 
and White supremacy* This "Institute 11 utilized P.O. Box 
1785, Chicago, which ^NELSEN still usps as a return address* 

It was revealed in November, 1958, that NELSEN 
and an associate had established the M&N Associates, 
P«0. Box 1785', Chicago, a mere "paper organization", 
:and in 1960, literature from the Inst itutejfor Bio politics 
began to appear, bearing the same P.O. Box number. The 
Institute for Biopolitics was described by a source as being 
reactivated in the Chicago, Illinois area", and was reportedly 
composed of a fifty member "governing body". Actual 
membership was alleged to consist of a "great many more 
members." The organization has been described as anti-Semitic 
and ant i- Negro. Literature bearing its name has been 
received at military installations as recently as 
October, 1963.

. The Institute for Biopolitics was reported to have 
a "Smith and Wesson"_committee, responsible for 'collection 
of firearms and apparently including persons, who would 
eventually be assigned to use such weapons. It was 
understood b > !_ r that the, Institute maintained a 
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list of "certain politicians" marked for simultaneous 

death*

Source stated that certain aspects cf NELSEN* s activities hav 
been somewhat ridiculous, though not to be taken 
lightly. Members of his: Institute for Biopolitics 
were alleged to have stated in regard to a Jewish temple bombing 
in 1958, that, had they performed the bombing, the 
temple, would have been full of Jews when the explosion occurred. 
An associate was reported to maintain .a cake of soap 
on a silver tray in his living room which, 

according to him, was ail that remained of several Jews from 
Germany. NELSEN was reported in 1960 to have erected a sacri- 
ficial altar in his" backyard, on which, some day, a blood 
sacrifice of a Jew would be made. Such activities, 
though bordering on the pathological, were spoken of in 
complete seriousness. A source acquainted with, NELSEN 
and his associates stated that he could regard them 
only as cpmpletely dangerous and "the most dedicated men" h 
he Jhas ever known.

On September 8, 1967, a. source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS) was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. It was based upon the 
concept of an international "National Socialist" movement, as 
espoused by the German Nazi Party, which was headed by ADOLF 
HITLER. The ANP-V/UFENS supports and follows the line of hatred 
against Negroes, Jews, and communists, through speeches, published 
literature, demonstrations and publicity -seeking devices for the 
purpose of seeking a legitimate dominant political party within 
the United States and in foreign countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this organiza- 
tion is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly prohibits the use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia-chartered organi- 
zation. As of January 1, 1967', the official name of this organi- 
zation was changed to "National Socialist White People *s Party," 
according to Commander ROCKWELL. 

On August 25, 1967, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building* The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern Virginia 
Sun," a daily newspaper published at Arlington, Virginia, stated 
that MATTHIAS KOEHL, JR., took command of the Party after 
ROCKWELL'S assassination. 
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NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY 
CHICAGO, ILLINOIS 

A source advised on February 8, 1966, that the 
Chicago branch of the National States Rights Party(NSRP) is 
located at the NSRP National BoQkshop at 2237 North Western 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois . The Chicago branch of the NSRP 
was officially opened on December 29, 1965-, when Dr. EDWARD 
R. FIELDS,. National Director of the NSRP, spoKe at a rally 
held at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago ♦ 

The above source also advised that the Rational 
Office of the NSRP is located at Augusta, Georgia, and the 
Chicago branch of the NSRP subscribes to the policies of thp 
National Office of the" NSRP. The Chicago branch of the NSRP 
believes that there should not be race mixing between whites 
and Negroes and that Negroes in the United States by- conduct- 
ing demonstrations and causing riots are causing $ breakdown 
of law and order in the United States. The NSRP believes that 
the Jews and the Negroes should be exposed in their attempts 
to have integration between whites and Negroes. 

A second source advised on January 17, 1967, the 
Chicago branch of the NSRP was bankrupt- and unajsle to pay 
rent for premises at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago. This 
source advised on March 3, 1967, Chicago branch NSRP vafcated 
premises at 2237 North Western Avenue and ceased to function 
as an organization on March 1, 1967. On March I, 1967, 
according to source, members agreed to remain ir> contact with 
each other until such time as they could reorganize NSRP at 
Chicago.
